While President Kennedy is well aware 


o f the balance o f pay m ents deficit, he has 
rejected the theo ry that cutbacks in fo reign 


aid spending will help ease the pro blem. 


It is difficult to fo llo w his thinking. 


PERHAPS if the President brushed up o n 


his histo ry he wo uld recall that befo re the 
U.S. go t into the who pping big fo reign aid 


business, the Am erican do llar was unques­ 
tio nably 
so und. 


During the early po st-war y ears, the U.S. 


ex po rted abo ut tw ice as much as it im­ 
po rted. Acco unts w ere balanced largely by 


American lo ans and grants and by liquida­ 
tio n o f go ld and do llar assets held in this 


co untry by fo reigners. 
Accum ulatio n o f U.S. go ld hit its high- 


water mark in 194 9 when Am erican reserv es 
to taled $24 .6 billio n. Then the fo reign aid 


pro gram began to gro w and the U.S. go ld 
influx reached a v anishing po int in 1950. 


A rev erse flo w gained headway as fo reign 


pro ductio n and fo reign ex po rts ex panded. 
Fro m 194 9 thro ugh 196 1. U.S. spending fo r 
fo reign aid, im po rts and o v erseas pro ductio n 


ex ceeded by $24 billio n receipts fro m fo reign 


co untries. Of that amo unt, fo reigners co n­ 


v erted $8 billio n into go ld. 
In the span o f 13 y ears, U.S. Go ld re­ 
serv es hav e shrunk by $7 billio n and fo reign 


claim s o n 
the U.S. hav e 
increased $27 .1 


billio n. And the o nce stro ng Am erican do llar 
is frighteningly v ulnerable. 


TO BE SURE, pruning the fo reign aid ap­ 


pro priatio n is o nly o ne way to attack the 
balance o f pay m ents pro blem. 
But in v iew o f a pro jected federal deficit 


o f $9 billio n this fiscal y ear and a pro po sed

GET YOURSELF A n otebook 
lor each cou rse,* p referably th e 
kin d with th e coiled wire bin d­ 
in g; th ey lie flat for easy read­ 
in g an d writin g an d th e p ages 
are easily remov able. 
Abov e all. keep th e n otebook 
clean . Wh en y ou take n otes in 
class, take th em q u ickly bu t take 
th em as n eatly as p ossible—u n less 
y ou p lan to recop y th em. Th ere’s 
n o more p itable sigh t th an th e 
stu den t wh o h as taken u ltra- 
comp lete class n otes on ly to fin d 
th at wh en it comes time to stu dy 
h e can ’ read th em. 


IF YOU’RE A DOODLER (and 
who isn’t? ), g et into the habit o f 
carry ing a do o dle bo o k with y o u. 
J ust g et an ex tra no tebo o k, bring 
it to class, and if the wo rk that 
day is such that y o u do n’t hav e 
to take no tes, then do o dle in y o ur 
do o dle bo o k. Ag ain, this mig ht 
so und elementary , but there’s no ­ 
thing mo re unpleasant than study ­ 
ing fro m a scribbled-up no tebo o k. 
Whenev er y o u’re seized with an 
unco ntro llable 
urg e 
to 
do o dle, 
hav e y o ur do o dle bo o k handy ; 
it’ll sav e a lo t o f no tebo o ks. 
After y o u buy a do o dle bo o k, 
sav e up so me mo re and inv est in 
a v o cabulary no tebo o k. Whenev er 
y o u run acro ss a new wo rd, write 
it do wn. Then o nce a week y o u 
can lo o k up all o f the week’s 
new wo rds in the dictio nary . And 
after y o u lo o k them up, use them. 
Yo u’ll impress all o f y o ur friends 
—and teachers—if y o u keep a 
g o o d v o cabulary no tebo o k.

the rescue team s had not estab­ 
lished contact with the trapped 
m en. 
Asked if there was any chance 
the men were aliv e, Tippie said: 
“ I 
wouldn’t ev en

dynam ite. 
More than 30 men were directly 
inv olv ed in the rescue 
attempt. 
They were going down one crew 
of three a t a tim e, with crews 
rotating ev ery half hour or so. 
Tippie said the first crews down

heat, generated by the blast. 
He said an effort would be 
m ade to restore the 
v entilation 
system before

to find them. 


The explosion, of undetermined 
origin, ripped through the mine at 
4:50 p.m. Tuesday, catching the 
m en apparently without warning 
in the two lateral tunnels. 
The blast oame a little more 
than an hour after the ev ening 
crew had descended to the two 
tunnels running downward at an 
angle from the m ain shaft. 
Moab, a town of about 9,000, 
w as stunned by the disaster. 
Most of the miner* commute 
the 23 miles from Moab to work. 
At one tim e, there were as many 
as 100 m iners at the site. The fig­ 
ure has dropped 
steadily 
since 
the mam shaft w as completed in 
late February. 
Trapped were employes of Har­ 
rison International of Miami, Fla , 
which was awarded a contract for 
sinking and underground dev elop­ 
ment of the mine in April of 1991. 
The m ine is in the Colorado 
F iv er Canyon, 
about 250 miles 
southeast of Salt Lake City. It's 
about 100 mile* from the “ Four 
Corners A rea,” the point where 
New Mexico, Colorado, Utah and 
Arizona meet.
